Baltimore, Md.. Itecember Id. — Aliout fort.v |ter- 
soiiK interest<>d in balf-miie race tracks in Baltimore 
fount}' appeared before the Baitimore County Race 
Track OMuinission Saturday to protest against the 
installation of pari-mutuel betting machines. All 
three members of the ctmiinission were present. 

Harinou.v prevail<‘d throughout the session aiul the 
iiiemlaqa of the commission listened attentively to 
tin* objections siet forth by the oi»|»onents of the 
iH'tting machines. T1 m‘ meeting was requested by 
the men connected with the half-mile ovals, who 
said tiM-y would have to close their gates if the 
•sHiiuiission iiisiste<l that betting should Ite done 
oul.v through pari-mutiKd machines. Some main- 
la imsl the machines would mean a inonoiKdy for 
l*iuiil<'o. 

When th<- commission was apindiited the members 

f :ave out the stal<‘inent that lotting wiaild be done 
n Baltimore County only by the pari-mutuel system 
after January 1. 1913. 

After tbe twit -mile side of the case had been pre- 
sented. the c«>mmissiou atated it would consider the 
matter and make known its (h'cisiou after a meet- 
ing to he held tomorrow.

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ADD TO ORAYE8END TRACK PROFEKTT. 

Brooklyn Jockey Club Buya Piece of Land That Will 
Square Its Eacloanre. 

New York. December 16. — Year after year there 
have iM-en re|K*rls circulated of the cutting up of 
the Gravesend ra«-e track of tlie Brooklyn Jockey 
Club into building lota. Just aa regularly tbe re- 
ports have been denied, and uow instead of aelling, 
tbe club baa added to its racing property. Kelljrs 
road house, witii the considerable itroperty that it 
ocenpied at the corner of King’s Highway and the 
Boulevard, was recently purebaaed by Philip J. 
Dwyer and bis ai«oeiates. 'The building has been 
torn down and tbe propert.v is fenced so that It 
squares off that end of the Gravesend track. 

When the Gravesend track was built the triangu- 
lar plot on which stood the Kelly road bouse was 
tbe only part of the district from King’s Highway 
to Hamlin’s Lane and from the Boulevard to Graves- 
end avenue that was not taken. B.v this most re- 
cent purchase the propert.v is squared. 

Tlie acquisition of this pro|>erty will afford a new 
automobile entrance to the eimrsc. The Ismlevard 
is tbe natural automobile route to tbe course, but 
it has always be«‘u necessary to go tbroiigli King’s 
Highway to reach an entrance. Now it will be 
possible by the establishing of a new gate to have 
an entrance direct from the Boulevard. The pur- 
chase was made from the widow of John Kelly 
after the road liouse had been idle ever since the 
enforced iNseontinuing of racing over tbe Gravesend 
course. 

John Kelly, from whom tlie road bouse took its 
name, and who operated it for many years, was a 
character who was well known to the older turf- 
men. He wqs known as Kelly the shed man. and 
at both Slieepsbeud Bay and Gravesend he held tbe 
shed privileges. This privilege was tbe bousing of 
rigs and horses of patrons of tbe races. In tbe 
oili-time racing at both tracks before tbe automobile, 
the taking care of horses and carriages d'jrlng a 
rare afternoon brought many a fee to Kelly and he 
died wealthy. 

Tbe road bouse was alwa.vs a particularly popular 
one with the horsemen and among tliuse who always 
lived there during the season were Matt Allen, Ar- 
thur Featherstone, Sam Doggett, before be purchased 
bis homo; Julius and Dick Bauer and a number of 
others as well known. 

.kfter tlie death of Kelly the widow leased the 
place to Charles Bader, and under bis management 
it continued to be a popular resort for turfmen, and 
it was also liberally patronixeu by tbe road drivers. 
It douKtless wonld have gone mi '(IT Imtaf^vopted 
success had it not been for tbe closing no of the 
Gravesend track and the eoQse<|Deut moving away 
of the patrons of tbe place.

Ill the face of this enormous decrease tbe shipments 
abroad of thoroughbreds still eontiniie and eventu- 
ail.v. If there is no relief from tbe oppressive laws 
that have Idighted the thoroughbred industry, tbe 
racing assochitions of this (smiitry will have to close 
their gates on aci-ount of tbe scarcity of tlior- 
eughbreds, as there will not be a sufficient number 
left to make contests. 

At Palmetto Park tlie yearlings furnish a fruitful 
topic for discussion, and fnim tlie owner to exercise 
hoy. ev«-ry colt and filly has his or licr imrtispns. 
Frank McGliiity. one of Janies Milton's assistants, 
is on the griHimls and is busily engaged in teaching 
the embryo racers how to behave at tbe barrier.

LAYERS REAP A HARVEST 

BOOKMAKERS FINALLY HAVE A WINNING 
DAY AT JUAREZ TRACK. 

Horses Quoted at Liberal Odds, sad Acewded S(»at 
Backing, Cut Conspicuous Figure in Results— 
Injury Makes Auspicious Debut. 



El Paso, Tex.. Deeemlier 16. — Horses with liberal 
odds laid against tbeir ebantMis of winning figureiL 
largely in the results at Juarex this afternoon. Two 
favorites scored for the students of form and the 
layers at last bad one good winning day. The fifth 
race brought together a good band of sprinting 
selling platers. Tern’s Trick was installed favorite 
on tbe strength of fast performances over this 
track last year, but be was unable to get to the 
front, where he likes to run. Chas. Goets, ridden 
by jockey Forsyth, was leading tbe first divisi(Hi 
and he palpably interfercHl with Oakland, which in 
turn bum|)^ into Mimorioso. The lattiY staggered 
and nearly fell, causing a general mixnp just as 
they turned into tbe homestretch. Elisabeth Hai- 
woiid and Tern’s Trick snffeied most. J<¥-key Frtr- 
syth was immcHliately suspended for five days by 
tbe stewards for rongh riding and in addition was 
suspended by starter Cassidy fur six days for dis- 
obedience at the post. 

Jockey Groth was disciplined to tbe extent of n 
five-days’ sus|iension hy starter Cassidy for bis 
tactics with ^-lls at the barrier. 

John Murphy, a prominent business man and poli- 
tician of Butte, Mont., arrived today, to remain a 
week or so. Mr. .Murph.v says that the situation 
eoutinne^s briglit fur the future of racing in Mon- 
tana. as the majority in both bouses of tbo reeentl.v 
elected legislature, tbe governor and the lieutenaut- 
governor are all favorable to tbe s|M>rt. 

Larry Leon of Memphis. Tenn.. who was formerly 
connected with G. C. Bennett, was an interested 
spectator at the track today. 

George Van Gordon came in from DanTllle, Cal., 
with four promising yearlings of his own breeding, 
the get of General Roberts and also the three-year- 
old Maxaono. 

B. A. Jones sold the throe-year-old Orperth to 
S. N. IIcMiyer this morning for $400. 

While Gilbert Hose was being exercised yesterday, 
tbe horse ran into a fence, severely cutting bimaetf 
and breaking tbe leg of Will Bbeam-, tbe boy riding 
him. 

Tbe weather yesterday was all that eould be de- 
sired. being as perfect a day for winter racing a.s 
could be imagined. 'The attendance at the track 
came close to equalling that of the opening da.r. 
The betting ring was filled to its capacity and spec- 
ulation was the heaviest of the meeting. The racing 
pnigram for tbe day eonsistiKl of a handicap, two 
allowance races and three selling races. The track 
was faster than heretofore during the present meet- 
ing. injury won tbe priiici|iai race of tbe day. a 
handicap at one mile, running tbe distance in 1:39^,. 
He carii(-d 102 pounds and won pnlling np. He was 
the most heavily hacked horse of the season, bis 
odds being hanunered ilowii from 8 to 1 to 3 to 1. 
It is reported that a large amount of money that 
had sent to outside points the day before was 

retuniM and invested on him m the ring. The race 
was mn to suit Injury. Crossover and I^ickrose 
made tbe pace, with Injury within striking distance. 
Jockey Gross, finding an opening when Crossover and 
I-ackrose swung just a trifle wide in entering tbe 
stretch, sent Injury through with a rush and be bait 
an easy tinii- of It thereafter. 

Starter .Mars Cassid.v has been in rare form at the 
barrier here. He has been (lispatching his fieldk 
with alacrity since the im-etiiig opened and bas had 
only two liad starts in the sixteen days. 

Joe Carey, of ClevelaiHl. O.. a former owner of 
tborougbbr^s, wIkj rac(-d the good mare Priiiiaverik 
^me few years ago in California, dropped in yes- 
terday to enjoy the sport and may enter the book- 
ing field before making a tour or the Pacific coast. 

G. L. Blackfoot arrived from bis ranch with seven 
horsc>!. 

Jockey Borel was suspemled for five days for dis- 
obedience at the post while riding Gllpy yesterday. 



AN OBJECT LESSON TO AMEBICA. 

French Government Buys Amoureuz m. from August 
Belmont for Breeding Pnrposes. 

New York. DiM-emlier 16. — August RelmCMit has 
just coticlud(-(l negotiations with the French govern- 
ment wlM-ret>y it comes into possc-ssion of bis stake 
winner, Amonrenx III., a tlir(?e-ye«r-old ba.v son of 
Octagon and Aniicitia, for the sum of $16,000. The 
sale was not made until the eolt had passed the 
usual physical examination. This colt, bred in 
Amc-riea, but sent to France lit 1908 in utero, de- 
velo|)ed into, one of tin* liest of his age on the 
I'rt-nch tnrf, he and his stabb- eompaiiion. the Roc-k 
Sand filly. Qiiellc Est Belle II., having won six 
of tbi- best stakes, of a mimey value of $.>3,000. 
Tbe fine projsjrtions of .Amonrenx HI. attracted the 
favorable attention of the Frcnc-h government, whteb 
Is alwa.vs alert to reinforce Its list of stallions ns*'.l 
to produce cavalr.v and artillery horses, and the sale 
followed. Some weeks ago .Mr. Relniont sold Koek 
Sand to a syndicate for $15O,0fN>. hut as .vet the. 
Freneli government will not obtain bis service#, 
though no iirice has thus far ik-ti-rred It when a 
horse was (.-oDsideriKl doslrablc. 

Today it was leanii-d also that Mr. Belmont, carry- 
ing ont his priHnIse made at the Si>ortsinen’s Dinner 
In F(*bruary last, has presented a R(M-k Sand imlt 
to the United States government. His name ie 
Dandy Rock, and be was until recently a stablemate 
of Rockview, dec-lari-il to be one of the best two- 
year-olds of this s(-ason. Dandy R(xk Is out of 
Donna Mia. a sister of Don de Oro. Is sixteen bands 
high, weighs 1.060 |M>unds and girths seventy-one 
inches around the chest. He Is a superb horse in 
coiiforraatiim. and should, experts say, he a hue 
stalliim for government use. with which to produce 
cavalry and artillery horses. Dandy Rock has just 
been sent from I-exiiigton to the govc-mment stud 
at Front Royal. Va. Mr. Belmont some time ago 
present(*d to the government five oth«*r stalllous. 
the best of which were Octagon (sire of Beldame. 
Don de tin*. Norman III. and .Amorenx III.) ami 
Henry of Navarre. Doth these stallions were in 
the fnait rank as racers, and Octagon has pn>ve«i 
himself a successful sire, his prodiiiH- having won 
in England and France, besides In the United States 
and I'aiiada. His son. Norman III., won tbe Two 
Thousand Guineas four years ago. 

Among the victories of Amonrenx III. on the 
FreiM-h turf in 1912 was a stake of tbe value of 
$16,009. In a picture of the finish of this race. 
.Anainreux III. is shown winning hy a big margin of 
daylight, which looks in the picture to be far more 
than “three lengths” which is tbe description of 
tbe distance between first and second. In fact, the 
picture makes it look as if, like Eclipse of old. it 
WPS a case of Aiiionreiix 111. first, the rest nowhere.
